Californian racing of the coming winter will 
he keen. The season opens at the new Oakland 
track of the California Jockey club October 19. 
The California club will alternate with the 
Pacific Coast club — racing at Ingleside — each 
eighteen days after November, until June, 1897. 
Mr. J. B. Ferguson will start and Mr. J. J Burke 
preside at Oakland, and Mr. J. F. Caldwell and 
Capt. James H. Rees will be men of action at 
Ingleside. In all there will be some 220 days’ 
racing, with givings in stakes and purses of 
nearly $1,000,000. 

The Pacific Coast Jockey club stake exhibit 
covers the early racing of its winter meeting, 
which October 28. It displays eleven events 
worth $50,500, entries to which close October 15, 
with W. S. Leake, Secretary, Parlors A and B, 
Palace Hotel, Saa Francisco, Cal.

RACING GOSSIP. 



Every grade of humanity is pestered by vari- 
ous insects. Among them may be included the 
thing which writes anonymous letters. It is 
especially busy about racing and its offerings 
treat of general scandal, which cannot be proven 
and is generally out of joint with what occurs. 
Sometimes the insect seeks to prey un Daily 
Racing Form. One of the meanest of the horde, 
taking the plural form for purposes of deception 
— which does not deceive — sent his “green 
goods’’ display to this office a day or two ago. 
It objected to the errors of a new clerk in last 
Tuesday’s paper. They were corrected in time 
to prevent general error. The insect — under dis- 
cussion— to make its game stronger complained 
of other errors in our figures, but made 
no display of them and whined— on a nickel 
basis— because at times it had to buy two 
papers to “scrap book’’ all its form. It lied 
over the general mathematical incorrectness. 
Each index number in chart and entry is 
checked before the paper goes to press each 
night. A few errors are made. Why not? 
Daily Racing Form keeps an individual ac- 
count with some 4,000 racehorses. Each account 
goes to performances, scratches, owners, 
jockeys, winnings etc. Few business houses 
cover so wide a field in the way of statistics. 
The special wires of Daily Racing Form begin 
to work about 6 :15 p.m. By 10 :45 p.m the paper 
is off our presses. At times six charts are 
handled in the fullest way. Five is the average. 
With them comes the news of each racing 
day and some five or six sets of entries. Such 
action is even faster than that of a bookmaker. 
If the insect which signs itself “Justified 
Kickers’’ will come to the office I’ll waste time 
enough on it to mirror insectism as it acquires 
chirography and incorrect news of the turf and 
newspaperdom. At the same time, too. a news- 
boy or two can be acquired to give the same in- 
sect a line on human manners and probity. 
Daily Racing Form is as correct as it can be. 
It tries to do its honest best all the time. It 
errs. Who and what does not? But compared 
to other papers which claim to report the 
American turf of every day it is a sun to a 
candle. Insects are singed in the flame • from 
the lights of both.
